With a few exceptions the five-year-olds of 3915 were a sorry band of low-class horses. The majority 
of the thirty best money winners were selling platers and not extra good selling platers. Prince llermis, 
the only five-year-old of the year to win $10,000. was a fairly good handicap horse. As much can be said 
for Kingly, Montresor and Tartar, but all were horses that required big weight concessions to give them a 
chance in competition with the real topsawyers of the handicap class. As a sprinter Pau Zareta was and 
is a star, hut only as a sprinter. Even so, she was an ornament to the class of horses of her age. The 
records of the thirty best money winners among the five-year-olds were: 



Juarez Mex., March 7. — Every racing season at 
the Juarez track sonic rare bargains are secured in 
what might be termed practically gift horses. One 
"f these was secured this winter by W. .1 Wclier 
in the bay gelding Wareinore, the San Antonio turf- 
man buying him for tin* small amount of $2<H> and 
a portion of his first winnings. This smart two- 
year old seems certain to win some good purses in 
Kentucky, where lie will next race. 

Wareinore is by First Chip, a sire that with more 
favorable stud opportunities would undoubtedly have 
proven an extra good stock horse. First Chip only 
has one other two-year-old alive, she being a chest- 
nut filly <ait of Duchess of Montebello, by Banastar, 
a sister to the three-year-old Woodie Montgomery, 
which recently graduated front the maiden ranks 
here in the first race in which lie started. 

Little Jake, which lias shown brilliant speed here 
in a nuinlier of races, is the geiUmg wuicli was 
not allowed to race here a collide of years back. 
Previous to making bis first appearance here the 
gelding was not allowed to race at the Tulsa, Okla., 
meeting owing to his then owner being unable to 
fully establish bis claimed age. Now that he is 
surely more than live years old. the Juarez stewards 
concluded that the question of his age was no bar 
to bis racing, as lie is duly registered with the 
Jockey Club in proper form. Some horsemen think 
that Little Jake lias no pedigree on the dam’s side 
and that lie is out of a quarter mare. In Oklahoma 
when tin* question was first raised as to his age and 
identity, his then owner claimed that lie was out of 
the dam of Blagg. A horsemen who knew all alsiut 
P.lagg’s dam testified that to his knowledge she had 
never had a foal by Krntseh. the claimed sire of 
Little Jake, and this statement has always marked 
the speedy gelding as a horse of questionable i>edi- 
gr***. ilis speed, coupled with It is quitting suddenly 
whenever closely pressed, leads to the idea at least 
that he has a cold cross in his pedigree, though bis 
sire was a well-bred horse, being a son of White, 
which stallion was a son of King Ban. 

A. W. Iloots. ruled off the turf for refusing to 
give up his mare Useeit after she was claimed out 
of a selling race here, has arranged to ship this 
mare t > Kentucky and have her mated his year with 
Ivan the Terrible. Iloots will probably sell in the 
near future the other horses in training that he 
owns at the present time, which embrace Utelus. 
Husky Lad and Gallant l?oy. The ruling against 
him which forces him to quit racing has caused him 
to a lion t decide to go home to his ranch in Okla- 
homa and with I’seeit as a starter gather a small 
l and of mares and devote his attention to the breed- 
ing business in the future. 

Iloots loves Useeit almost with the same esteem 
as lie does his children. lie at one time refused 
$.‘>,000 for her and has never regretted turning down 
the offer. It was his high regard for her that 
caused him to take the stand lie did in refusing to 
give her tip when she was claimed, though he knew 
Hint the action he was taking was getting himself 
ruled off the turf, as the rule he violated gives 
the stewards of the course no other alternative but 
to rule the offender off. 

Useeit may make a producer of merit in time. 
In conformation she is a go**l type for a broodmare, 
and. in a toil to a successful, tried sire like Ivan the 
Terrible, she can be expected to some day send to 
the races a good performer. The Missouri breeder 
and turfman B. A. .Tones, would have liked to have 
bad Iloots send tin* nmre to his farm and mate her 
with Harrigau. He would be willing to give a eood 
price for a foal by that horse out of her, and in 
another year sin* may be sent to that son of Plaudit, 
the get of which have all been winners when given a 
fair racing chance. 

The apprenticeship of the Texas rider, O. Gentry, 
expires on March 26 next. He rode his first winner 
at the Juarez Irack and the horse he had the win 
nitig mount on was the mare Senorita Dana. 

<\ Hunt, tlie now fashionable rider in Kay 
Spence’s stable, can ride as an apprentice until 
May 31 coming. II is first winning mount was on 
(Viiimnuretta at Douglas Park in a mile and a six- 
teenth selling race. Both of these lightweight riders 
can be classed as developments of the Juarez 
course, as they ln>tli began to attract attention as 
riders of ability here. 

Brigbotise. which has been a frequent winner here 
tiiis winter, will be shipped to Kentucky by bis 
owner. L. Becker, at the conclusion of the present 
meeting. Brigliotise is by the good race horse .Tim* 
Carey and is a brother to the winner Phnsphoratura, 
these two being out of the well bred mare Trinta. 
In color lu* i* a brown, almost black, and. thorough- 
ly conditioned, may turn out more than a sprinter, 
as lie finishes all Ids races in resolute style.

NEW ORLEANS RACING TO BE LITIGATED. 

New Orleans. La.. March 7.— A bold move by 
those seeking the downfall of the Business Men’s 
Racing Association, will be made when Miss Jean 
G onion, as a stockholder and represented by six 
attorneys, will tile in the civill district court a peti- 
tion asking that a receiver be named for the asso- 
ciation. Tlie grounds upon which the petition will 
be filed are that the association is operating in 
direct violation of the law, engaging in a business 
not allowed by its charter and exceeding its charter 
by running a betting ring. She also may ask for 
an injunction to prevent the directors from continu- 
ing these violations through the maintenance of 
stakeholders. 

This is tlie manner in which Miss Gordon replies 
to the grand jury’s recent exoneration of the as- 
sociation. There is no avoiding the matter coming 
to an issue before the supreme court, which is 
just what those who are fighting the racing want. 

The two shares of the association’s stock Miss 
Gordon admits holding originally were issued to Joe 
Rittenberg, ttopulurly known as “Uncle Joe,” a 
pawnbroker at Tulaue avenue and Rampart street. A 
few days ago “Unde Joe” sold the shares for $300 
each, endorsing them in blank and thought no more 
of the matter. Tlie surprise came when it was 
learned that they had Ihm*ii purchased for Miss 
Gordon, secretary of the Citizens’ League, and one 
of the leaders in the opposition’s forces. Miss 

Gordon raised the money secretly by subscription 
among her supporters. 

President Rennyson admitted Miss Gordon liad 
made application to the association to have the 
stock transferred to her name. Legal experts de- 
clare that iu most jurisdictions, it is perfectly clear 
that a person may lie come a stockholder in a cor- 
poration for the express purpose of siting for a 
receiver for it and that by so doing, such a one does 
t.ot lose the right if action, but is allowed to pro- 
ceed as could any other bona fide stockholder. 
Aware of this. Miss Gordon obtained the two 
shares in question, thereby placing herself legally 
in a position that will enable her to take such 
action and force the question over the heads of local 
jurisdiction and to an issue. 

Thomas E. Furlow. collaborating with five other 
attorneys, two of whom are Solomon Wolfe and 
Robert II. Marr. will conduct the ease for Miss 
Gordon. Mr. Furlow has prepared the petition, a 
copy of which lias been sent to each of the at- 
torneys in tlu* ease, for the purpose of getting a 
consensus of opinion. 

The contention is that all forms of hotting and 
gambling are contrary to l*otli the letter and spirit 
of the Locke law and that even a stakeholder is 
a “device” prohibited by law. The petition will 
not directly charge the association with actually 
promoting gambling on the horses, but will base 
its claim tijion that part of the Loeko law which 
concerns the encouragement, aid and assistance of 
sucli promotion. The contention will ho that the 
stakeholder is a “device” prohibited by law. 

OAKLAWN IN SPICK AND SPAN CONDITION. 

Hot Springs. Ark., March 7. — Many of the best- 
known racing stables in the country will race at the 
meeting which opens next Saturday. The owners of 
stables already here were both surprised and de- 
lighted over the fine condition of the track, as well 
as tin* many improvements that have, under the 
supervision of Henry Schrader, been made to the 
grounds generally. For the past two weeks a force 
of 150 men lias been busy, and when the cry, 
“They’re off!” is heard, all interested in the re 
vival of racing here will realize that this meeting 
has been staged in as fine and complete a racing 
plant as is to be found anywhere in the entire 
south. 

Fresh paint has transformed the interior and ex- 
terior «»f the big grandstand into an institution of 
impressive attractiveness. This is the largest and 
best equipped building of its kind below the Mason 
and Dixon line, and will compare favorably with 
any racing grandstand in the United States. Glass- 
inclosed and steam-heated throughout, built bigli 
and giving occupants an excellent view of the sur- 
rounding country, tin* grandstand is likely to 
shelter a record-breaking throng of racing en- 
thusiasts when the meeting opens.

II. C. Ilallenberk of New York visited John E. 
Madden’s Hamburg Place at Lexington Sunday, 
looked over some young thoroughbreds and proceeded 
on 1» Florida, where he will spend several weeks. 

The fact that steeplechase jockey Willie Allen 
has in the last eight years ridden in 44 1 races and 
is still in business, suggests that steepleehas : ug 
is not so precarious a vocation as is commonly 
suppor ed. 

The appointment of judge L. J. Rose as assistant 
manager ol* the Lower California Jockey Club was 
announced at San Diego last Friday by presklent 
James W. Coffroth. Rose will continue to act as 
judge when racing is resumed and in addition 
will he Coffroth’s chief assistant. 

II. I. Wilson, who formerly controlled racing at 
Butte. Mont., says the Butte race track lias been 
cut up into building lots and that there is little 
probability <>f another i »eing ever constructed. 
Personally be lias quit racing and is devoting his 
time to a profitable gold quartz mine. 

George Wingfield is confident of bis two-year-olds 
making a creditable showing. So far none of his 
young horses have faced the barrier. He was d‘ 
appointed in finding practically all of them suffer- 
ing front sickness at New Orleans, but they are 
coining around now and will be heard from later on. 



RENO RACING TO OPEN IN MAY. 



San Francisco. Cal.. March 7. — Reno is to have 
a race meeting the latter part of May. George W. 
Wingfield, tlie prominent Nevada sportsman, an 
nouncetl Thursday that the promoters of tin* Reno 
track have decided to stage thirteen days of ra- 
ing. commencing on Saturday, May 27. There will 
also be another two weeks’ meeting later on in the 
fall. 

So much success attended the initial meeting at 
Reno last. July under the Nevada State Racing 
Commission and the pari-mutuel form of wagering 
that the people have been anxious for a return of 
the sport. The attendance was remarkable, con- 
sidering the size of tin* city, and the state de- 
rived some revenue to use for the construction of 
county roads. 

If the Tijuana mooting in Lower California opens 
the first of April, as reports front £un Diego state, 
it will bring about a confliet of dates. Tijuana 
will run for 106 days, and thi* will bring the end 
of tlie meeting close to July. The Reno promoters, 
however, are confident of attracting plenty of 
horses. There are a number of California turfmen 
who will race their strings there. George Wing- 
field will have a few young horses to go to the 
post, and Edward Cebrian. S. Christen* on. John 
Ilosseter and others will probably have their colors 
represented. 

ENTRIES CLOSE FOR THE KING’S PLATE. 

Toronto, Ont.. March 7. — Entries for the King’s 
Plate, the outstanding feature to be run at Wood- 
bine during the May meeting of tin* Ontario Jockey 
Club, have closed, blit they will not Ik* announced 
for a few days. It is expected that the list of 
nominations will be equally as large as in recent 
years, as all the big Canadian stables will be rep- 
resented. Tlie Seagram stable lias seven eligible 
for the coveted trophy, including Gala Day, Gala 
Water, Mandarin. Sweet Colleen, Dehaven. Late 
Hours and Alecto. Five of the number were win 
tiers last year, and tin* Waterloo turfman is con- 
eed ed to have an excellent chance of taking the 
lioners. Armine will la* the dependence of Harry 
Giddings. Ban Shore and Tltorncliffe are the Thorn 
eliffe Stable’s eligibles. McBride will Ik* the hope 
of the Brookdale Stable of tlie Messrs. Dyinent; 
and Charles Crew will ho represented by Old Pop. 
Good Shot is among those eligible from the stable 
of Sir John S. Hendrh*. Charles Millar, who 

furnished the winner last year, has only one eligi 
bio. that being Shrovetide, a four-year-old maiden, 
which would have to improve to be dangerous, pro- 
viding lie is named for the event. Several nontina 
tions will come from the smaller stables.

MEETING WINDS UP WITH CAPITAL ATTEND- 
ANCE AND GOOD RACING. 



Brynlimah Proves the Victor in the New Orleans 
Cup with Grumpy Second in a Fast 
Run Race. 



New Orleans. La., March 7. — As a getaway offer- 
ing at the Fair Grounds today Secretary Joseph 
.McLennan had arranged a good card, with the New 
Orleans Cup, one mile and a quarter with its $2,660 
in added money, as the outstanding feature. It ro- 
sultisl in a hard-earned victory for Brynlimah, the 
favorite, over Grumpy, with Lahore in third place. 
There were seven starters in the race and its net 
value to the winner was $1,400. 

Close finishes featured most of the races. That 
in Hit* fifth race was particularly so and brought 
out some dissension by the backers of Orperth when 
the judges placed Madame Herrmann as the win- 
ner. Tne judge; were the only ones in a posi- 

tion to give an accurate decision as to the winner. 

Lynn opened proceedings by winning the opener 
and was hid up to $766 and, bought by J* A. Gib- 
son. 

Birka was decidedly best in the second race and 
won is her rider pleased. Tlie third race went 

to Clara Morgan by a bead over Little Bigger, 
tlie favorite. Tlie concluding dasli found Miss 

Fannie an easy winner. 

Jockey T. McTaggart was forced to change bis 
plan of going to Hoi Springs, «>u receipt of in- 

structions from Albert Simons, who is training a 
division of the Whitney horses now iu Louisville, 
to report at once at Churchill Downs. 

Skeer Face, the good eolt owned by George W. 
Wingfield, was transferred this afternoon to Harry 
A. Playle. a wealthy sportsman of New York, for 
a reported priee of $10,600. The colt was taki*n 
charge of by R. F. Carman, who will take him 
east with his own horses. 

The special train, which leaves for Hot Springs 
tomorrow, will convey the greatest number of 
horses and turf followers that ever left one track 
for another at one time in the history of racing. 
Twenty-five Pullman cars and sixteen horse cars 
have already been engaged to transfer the con- 
signment. All the trains are due at the Springs 
Thursday morning. 

No changes in the rules in use at this meeting 
are in prospect for next year. The promiscuous 
claiming rule, to which exception has been taken 
by some, will aagin tie the order here for next 
winter. Judge Murphy is a strong believer that 
it serves its purpose well and keeps tin* horsemen 
running their charges in races whore they belong. 
If one is claimed, the claimant is forced to run 
him hack for tlie same amount or more. The sealed 
bid rule has operated excellently, but this system 
may tie abandoned and a rule substituted making 
the* winner eligible to claim, as well as the beaten 
horse, by any person in good standing. The 
general claiming rule would solve the surplus run- 
up money question. 

After the spectators were well along on their 
homeward journey a storm of great intensity de- 
veloped. 

KING GEORGE PRESENTS ANMER TO CANADA. 



Ottawa. Ont.. March 7. — The stallion Anmer, 
under whose* Hying hoofs Miss Davison, a suf- 
fragette. lost her life during the running of the 
Epsom Derby of 1913, lias been presented by His 
Majesty the King to Canada for the breeding of re- 
mounts. 

It will be recalled that on the occasion above 
mentioned. Miss Davison ran out when the horses 
were at the top of their sp*»ed and clutched the 
bridle rein of the King’s hors*., bringing him down 
headlong upon herself and losing her life as a con- 
sequence. Anmer, as a result, was put out of the 
race. He is now six years old. 

The new Canadian sire has a distinguished pedi- 
gree. His own sire, Florizel II., was a brother to 
Persimmon and Diamond Jubilee, both of which 
won the Derby and St. Leger for tlie late King 
Edward. He was sold later to the Argentine for 
$150,660. Guinea Hen, the dam of Anmer, is by 
Gallinule, sire of Pretty Polly and other great race 
horses. 

Nightmare, the dam of Guinea Hen, was de- 
scended front Musket, sire of tlie celebrated Car- 
bine and Scottish Chief, by IiOrd of the Isles, son 
of the Imperial Touchstone. Florizel II., sire of 
Anmer, was hv St. Simon, unbeaten as a race horse, 
and one of the most successful sires ever known. 
Anmer traces directly within five* crosses to all the 
best horses of different breeds, including those two 
great rivals. Yoltigeiir and Flying Dutchman. King 
Tom. Newminster, Kettledrum and Stockwell. He 
is not only royally bred, but comes through a line 
of great producers and exceptional racers.

— James Roden, trainer of 
the stable owned by D. Raymond, prominent local 
owner and breeder, announced that a contract bad 
been secured on jockey Patsy Smyth of this city for 
tlu* coming summer.

LONG DISTANCE RACING AT BOWIE. 



Eastern Horses Not to Be Numerous at the First 
Maryland Meeting. 

[ By Ed Cole. ] 

New York, March 7. — Joseph McLennan, one of 
the busiest secretaries connected with racing, is 
going to prove, if jiossiblc, there will be enough 
horses in the spring of the year to fill long distance 
races to satisfy the popular cry for longer events. 
He has issued, the program book for Bowie, where 
racing begins April 1, and out of seven races daily 
there will be at least three at a mile or longer. 
Those in a position to know have maintained that 
it was tin* collusion of soiih* owners and trainers, 
who like short races better than long ones, that has 
kept under cover the fact there are plenty of long 
distance horses to fill such races. The rule recently 
adopted by the Jockey Club will compel owners to 
enter for the longer races and to train their horses 
to go lunger routes. It is unquestionably a step in 
the right direction and Secretary McLennan will 
put men and horses to the test as early as April. 
While at New Orleans this winter Mr. McLennan 
lias rarely had less than three long distance races 
on the card and sometimes six. i'hey tilled well 
and furnished good contests in nearly every in- 
stance, in fact so open have these races been that 
they have provided fewer winning favorites than 
the sprints. When owners know that they will have 
to train horses for longer races they will do so. 
Scores of instances may Ik* cited during the past 
few weeks where horses that were generally con- 
sidered to be nothing but sprinters have been Sent 
to the jK»st in long distance races and have made 
good. Madame Herrmann, Greenwood, Red Cross, 
Miss Fannie, Presumption and Illuminator and i*os- 
sibly thirty others which raced at New Orleans this 
winter started off as sprinters, lmt were eventually 
forced into the longer races. All of which goes to 
show there are plenty of horses in this country 
ready to race at a mile or more which have been 
kept in the sprinting division lH*cause the wear 
and tear was not so hard on them and because 
their owners shirk the long distance races when- 
ever possible. Now that the Jockey Club has 

taken a hand and laid down stringent rules for sec- 
retaries to follow, many horses that were heretofore 
sprinters will 1 h» found in the longer races, and 
racing will be more pleasing to the public and the 
breed of lie American thoroughbred improved. 

It is doubtful if the eastern contingent will be 
ready to race many horses at Bowie, especially 
those from around the Long Island traeks. The 
long dreary winter has had its effect on the horses 
heivaliouts. Shed work has been the only thing 
possible except in isolated cases. Sickness, too, 
has played its part with some of the horses. While 



a few of the smaller owners may have representa- 
tives at Bowie, it is doubtful if any of the larger 
and mure fashionable strings will lie on hand Some 
hundred horses are at Henning and they will" Ik* de- 
cidedly more forward than those from ‘Long Island, 
as they usually are. It is asserted that the Garth 
band of more than thirty will lie pretty near racing 
condition by the time the season begius, owing to 
the more favorable climate in Virginia, where thev 
received their preliminary preparation. Garth is 
one of the early trainers, so to sjK*ak. He wins 
many a race by catching other and better horses out 
of condition in the spring and thereby gets a good 
start in the list of purse winners bv these tactics. 
But the trainers at Benning are all going along 
steadily with their charges and those who have 
the material will give Garth an argument when it 
comes down to a question of early condition next 
spring. Already some speculation is going on as to 
which trainer will win the owning dash at Bowie 
and Garth is the favorite in all arguments. 

There will 1 m* some races at tin* early spring moot- 
ings in which the conditions will call for the claim- 
ing of horses, but nut the sale of the winner at 
auction. There is much conjecture in racing circles 
what the result will be and the variety of horses 
that will Ik* sent to the j>ost. It is a sure thing 
that horses of high calibre will not 1 h> entered in 
such races unless they are entered at a higher val- 
uation than hitherto. A horse entered for $800 can 
win a purse of $500 and an additional $500 will 
have to be paid to get him. which will make the 
price received for t lie horse $1,800, $l,3oO of which 
Ik* paid by the purchaser. The purchaser can feed 
the horse for a couple of days and enter him hi a 
similar race for the same amount and should he 
win a purse he could let him go if claimed and 
would profit $500 by the transaction. The claiming 
rule without the selling clause may create consider- 
able ill feeling. It will make it possible for a 
jH*rson to claim winners out of selling races and 
only have a small expense of training to stand, 
and some unscrupulous owners could doubtless win 
purses innumerable with little outlay. Again it 
probably will encourage friendly claiming, which 
is decidedly against the rules of racing. The claim- 
ing plan will no doubt be tried, but jienalty condi- 
tions probably would better eliminate the entering 
of handicap horses in selling races. Penalize win- 
ners of selling races extensively and that will keep 
them out of laees where they do not lielong. Hereto- 
fore secretaries have not penalized high-class horses 
eligible to selling races sufficiently to keep them 
front being entered c heaply. Make high-class selling 
platers carry 125 or 130 pounds in races made for 
cheap licrses and that will keep tliem from becoming 
extensive speculating events, which seems to lie the 
bone of contention. Selling handicaps, too. will 
remedy the evil somewhat. To enter a high-class 
horse in a cheap selling race is an evil to racing. 
Speculators like the late Mike Dwyer and the more 
recently demised John W. Gates did much to 
create disturbances along these lines and while 
they made money at times they occasionally lost a 
horse. Tlie thing to 1 m* solved is tlie keeping of 
the high-priced selling plater or handicap horse out 
of cheap selling races. 

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

From London yesterday a late dispatch said: 
“The jaws of the crown prince’s army closed in 
more tightly a l Kill t Verdun in heavy fighting last 
night. Using the same tactics employed by Field 
Marshal Mackcnsen. in squeezing the Russians out 
of Warsaw, the crown prince drove forward with his 
extreme light ami left wings in simultaneous 
smashes. The French war office this afternoon ad- 
mitted that the right jaw of the great German 
•nut-cracker* has pressed forward to within seven 
miles of the French front northwest of the citadel, 
occupying Hill No. 265 by a storming attack. The 
left jaw of the German machine, in a simultaneous 
action, moved closer i<» Verdun fro m the southeast, 
occupying the town of Fiennes, <>niy twelve miles 
away, tlie German war office announced. Tlie Ger- 
mans attacked with a whole division northwest of 
V.*rdun on the west bank of the Meuse. Following 
the capture of the village of Forges, eight miles 
from Verdun, they advanced in a massed assault 
iqion strong French positions on Hill 203, near 
Regnoville. The French responded with a terrific 
artillery fire, but the Paris war office admitted this 
afternoon that the hill was surrendered to the Ger- 
mans, who suffered heavy losses. The French official 
statement did not confirm the Berlin claim of tlie 
capture of Fresnes, mentioning only violent artillery 
duels in the Woevre region, including the Fresnes 
sector and also around Bras, directly north of Ver- 
dun and in the region of Ilardaumont. Berlin re- 
ported that the Germans have made further gains 
in the Argonne, northeast of La Chalade, but the 
French war office claimed the repulse of the latest 
German attacks near Haute Chevauche, in that 
region. The German war office reported the bom- 
bardment of railway depots at Bar le Due by Zep- 
pelins and announced the recapture of positions east 
< f Maisou do Champagne, admitted by tlie French 
last night. About 150 French prisoners were 

taken.” 

The Australian battle cruiser Australia and the 
Australian cruiser- Syrncy, with probably the Jap- 
anese cruisers Chitosc and Tokiwa are hunting the 
Pacific for a German commerce raider, according 
to reports from the officers of the British steamer 
Niagara, made public at Honolulu yesterday. 
Previous rumors to this effect were current among 
the Niagara’s passengers when it arrived there 
March 2. Officials at Honolulu said this ship’s 

officers had been notified of the existence of ihe 
raider, which was sighted iu the Straits of Ma- 
gellan. 

The Bcrlingskc Tidende of Copenhagen publishes 
a dispatch from Malmoe, Sweden, which says that 
a German torpedo boat captured tin* Swedish brig 
Ynez <JT Landskrana. Sweden, and placed a prize 
crew aboard. The Swedish torpedo Isiat Rcgulus 
came up hurriedly and drew attention to the fact 
that the capture of the Ynez was made half a mile 
within Swedish waters. The German commander 
thereupon made apologies and removed his crew, 
permitting the Ynez to proceed. 

The Dutch steamer Bandoeng was attacked by 
a submarine without warning, while in the Medi- 
teranean sea on ils journey home from India, ac- 
cording to the Nieuwe Rotterdamsche Courant. 
The Bandoeng escaped with a slight damage p> 
its lifeboats, and arrived at Rotterdam ou Sunday. 

French aviators bombarded three of the chief 
forts at Metz on Monday and also dropped bombs 
on German ammunition trains carrying supplies to 
the kaiser’s troops at Verdun. According t » ro- 
liorts from the frontier, the air raid resulted in 
extensive damage. 

A. J. Balfour, first lord of the admiralty, said in 
the house of commons yesterday afternoon that the 
tonnage of the British navy had been increased 
by 1. (.60, 000 since the outbreak of the war, while 
the strength of the air division of the navy bail 
grown tenfold.

Entries to 
these stakes are received only with the understanding that the officers of this Club 
reserve the right to refuse the entry or the acceptance of a transfer of any entry for 
any cause and without notice to the subscriber. No entry will be received except 
upon this condition: That all disputes, claims and objections arising out of the rac- 

ing or with respect to the interpretation of the conditions of any stake shall be de- 
cided by the officers of this Club, or those whom they may appoint, and their decision 
upon all points shall be final. In all stakes, acceptances must be made through entry 
box at usual time of closing of entries day before race. 



More than two horses may be nominated for Selling Stakes, hut only two can 
start. But the starting fee must be paid lor all named. 

Winner or non-winner of a stated sum means winner or non-winner of a single race 
of that value to first horse. 

Horses penalized in a race shall not be entitled to any of the allowances in such 
race. 

Horses not entitled to the first allowance in a race shall not be entitled to the 
second, and if not to the second, then to no subsequent allowance.
